rations Tobacco cheap, is a conſiderable Occaſion and Support ofour

IT. Beſides, ſuch Duties may occaſion others. in Forreign Parts, 


to add greater Duty on our Plantation Tobacco, to encourage their 


own Growth, which hitherto they have not done. 
III. Ir will occaſion the leſsning the Conſumption by its dearneſs, 


becauſe the pooreſt ſort of labouring People are the greateſt Con- 


ſumers, befides the debauchery by Stalks, and otherwiſe uſed to 
make it cheap. 

IV. Such great Duty will occaſion great Quantities to be run 
on Shore, and ſmugled 1a many Out ports and Creaks of the King- 
dom, to the Ruine of thole that ſhall pay. the Duty, and to the 
Deſtruction of fair Traders. 

V. It will alfo ſwell the Duty to fuch a great Summ, that 
the Traders in it will not be able to advance it, nor will it be. worth 
any Man's doing it, becauſe that the Intereſt of the Money that 


muſt redeem the Goods, will in Value exceed the Principle of __ _ 
the Goods ; ſo that thereby the Plantations will inevitably bg 


diſcouraged. 


VI. And further the Hazards of Debts contratted by Sale of 
Tobacco, will be ſo great, that no Man will trade in it, when 
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the Merchants muſt give Credit ſor eight times the Value of 


his Principle by Cuſtom, Fraight and Charges, by which means. 
all Merchandize will be diſcouraged. 

VII. It will-alſo hereby greatly abate the Nayigation to thoſe 
Plantations, "ro the Prejudice of 'this Nation, which employs 
200 Sail of Ships at leaſt yearly in it. 

"VIIE. It will alſo abate the Conſumption of the. ManufaQtures of 
this Kingdom, on which thoſe Plantations have hitherto depend- 
ed, and have in this particular been more uſeful to this Nation 
than any Plantations of his Kingdom whatever, and that while 
Laws are making to encourage'the Wooling /ManufaCttory, this 
wholly diſcourages it as to thoſe Plantations. | 

IX. Ic will engage the Planter to leave- oft- planting Tobacco, 


and fall in to ManutaQtories, and to plant Cotten-wool, Hemp 


and Flax, and breed up Sheep for their Cloathing, which. hath 
in ſome meaſure been already attempted, finding! that their La- 
bour in making Tobacco could not cover their Nakednefs. And 
being once pur upon that thoughtfulneſs, will in a manner diſſolve 
the Trade in Tobacco, ſo uſeful to our Commerce at home and 
abroad. | 
_ X. This heavy Duty will wholly take off the Aﬀettions of 

thoſe Plantations from Ez» 1x4, to ſee themſelves charged twenty 
times higher in this Duty than any their Neighbouring Pan. 
tations for their Growth, which is more proficable ro them than 


Tobacco. is to Virginia and *Matyland. 


XI. And its by late Experience found, that the Import of 2 d. 
per Pound, hath fo 'afteQted the Planter, that ſ{everai Count'esin 
Firginia and Maryland have abated the planting Tobacco, ang 
fallen into ManufaGtories of both” Linnen'and Woollen, to fuch 
a degree, as to give {ome Supply'to their Neighbouring Coun- 
ties, and Wool which was four or five Years ago ulelels to them, 
is now fought after and DOUGH up tor 12d. per Pound. 
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
